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guide to banquet room set-ups 

This guide is based on “average” banquet room con¬ 
ditions. Naturally, such things as structural columns, 
room shape and traffic flow affect capacity and table 
set-ups. 

While many banquet managers follow a “rule of 
thumb” estimate of allotting 8-10 square feet a per¬ 
son for banquet seating, this is, at best, a rough 
approximation. 

With these thoughts in mind, one should find the 
following information helpful in laying out a banquet 
room: 

O When round tables are involved, for maximum ca¬ 
pacity a staggered row set-up (see illustration) is 
often best. Allow 54" of space between tables. The 
distance between centerlines (dimensions “x” on 
diagram) is shown in chart, right. 

A A good “rule of thumb” guide for spacing oblong 
tables is to allow 30" for each chair. This means al¬ 
lowing 30" between the table and the wall behind it. 
When people are seated back-to-back, allot a total 
of 60" between tables. (To increase seating capacity, 
place chairs at the seams of tables butted end-to- 
end.) 

□ A school room style set-up is best for business 
meetings or training sessions where it’s desired that 
everyone face the speaker. In such arrangements, 
30" should be allowed between rows of tables. The 
distance between the front wall to the first row of 
tables depends on whether or not a projector is to 
be used; a minimum of 10', however, is desirable.
